POLITICAL ACTION. 

Mr. Epvitror—The following resolutions were adopted 
by the Young Men’s Anti-Slavery Convention, recently 
held in Worcester. I forward them to you for publica- 
tion in the Herald, believing they may be highly ser- 
viceable to the cause of abolition, and not to that alone, 
but to the holy cause of temperance, which occupies at 
this moment the most trying position. If the reader will 
apply the principles of voting, here advocated, to the 
cause of temperance, he may easily learn his duly at the 
polls, at the approaching election of representatives. He 
who votes for a man, opposed to the license Jaw of the 
last session, votes for intemperance, with its unnumbered 
evils. I most earnestly hope these resolutions will be 
read and studied, and if they are found to contain correct 
principles, be reduced to practice. We should be aboli- 
tionists and temperance men, not in talk merely, but in 
deed and intruth. To talk against slavery and rum, and 
then go to the polls and vote for them, is gross hypocrisy. 
If there ever was a time when these eauses required 
faithfulness among their friends, it is now. May Heaven 
stir us up to duty. J. Porter.

RESOLUTIONS ON POLITICAL ACTION. 

1. Resolved, That slavery, in this country, exist- 
ing as it does by virtue of law, can be legally abol- 
ished only by the enactment or by the repeal of law. 

2. Resolved, That the emancipation of slaves by 
individual slave-holders, though it should be univer- 
sal, would not be a repeal of the slave laws—would 
not furnish a safeguard against future enslavement— 
would not break, but only lay aside, for the time be- 
ing, the yoke of oppressioun—would not involve a 
public, social renunciation of slaveholding; and 
hence, without political action against slavery, there 
can be no national repentance and amendment, in 
relation to that great national crime. 

3. Resolved, ‘That the people of the United States, 
and their representatives in Congress, are morally 
bound to abolish slavery in the District of Columbia 
and national territories, and prohibit the inter-state 
slave trade; and that for the neglect of this duty, 
they are as really guilty as the people of the slave 
States, and their representatives in the State Legisla- 
tures, who refuse to abolish the slave laws of those 
States. 

4. Resolved, That in a representative government 
like our own, the vote of the representative is virtu- 
aily the vote of the people, so long as they sustain 
him by their votes; end hence, the freeman who 
votes for a statesinan who will not sustain the aboli- 
tion of slavery, becomes a participator in his sin. 

5. Resolved, that reasons of stale policy, aud con- 





siderations of nolitical economy, eon oo mara juctify 
or excuse northern freemen and statesmen in neglect- 
ing to vote fur the abolition of slavery in the District | 
of Columbia and territories, and the prohibition of| 
the inter-state slave trade, than they can southern free-

6. Resolved, That the northern freeman, who re- 
fuses to give his vote for a candidate who will vote

and what we affectionately invite our fellow-citizens 
to assist us in doing; therefore, 

15. Resolved, That by the grace of God, no mo- 
tives of political expediency, or partizan interest, or 
personal friendship, or any other consideration, shall 
tempt us, under any possible circumstances, to vote 
for slavery, by voting for members of the national or 
State legislatures, who will not go to the utmost verge 
of their constitutional powers, in acting for its aboli- 
tion: nor will any of us who hold it right, in any 
case, to exercise the right of suffrage, neglect the op- 
portunity to record our votes against slavery, when- 
ever a candidate of good moral character, and hearti- 
ly in favor of immediate emancipation, shall be nom-- 
inated in the district of our location, irrespective of 
the political party to which he may belong, or of the 
pecuniary or partizan interests which may be sup- 
posed to be involved. 

16. Resolved, That as abolitionists, we cannot con- 
sent io support, by our suffrages, the cunning policy 
of our adversaries, which makes activity and energy 
in the cause of human rights a disqualification for the 
legislative stations in the gift of the people. 

17. Resolved, That while, as abolitionists, we shall 
give our votes, irrespective of parties, to the can- 
didate best qualified in our judgment, as an abolition- 
ist and as a moral man, to advocate emancipation mm 
our legislative halls, so that the political party nom}- 
nating the best candidates will receive our votes for 
such condidates ; yet, in so doing, we will not consent 
to bargain for the nomination of such candidates by 
any agreement to support either of the political par- 
ties in other respects, nor will we consent to merge 
ourselves, as a body, in either of the political parties 
of the day. 

18. Resolved, That we urge the friends of the 
slave, in this State, to take early and thorough meas- 
ures to ascertain the real sentiments and determina- 
tion on the question of slavery, of such candidates as 
may be put in nomination for the national and State 
legislatures, and to cause the facts to be seasonably 
circulated through their districts or counties. 

19. Resolved, That while we deem it wise and 
proper toremain in the political parties to which we 
may severally belong, and between which we hold 
the balance of power, in preference to the organiza- 
tion of an Anti-Slavery party in polities, yet we claim 
the right to form such a party, and maintain that, if 
formed, it would be a party founded on the funda- 
mental principles of our free government, and have 
for its objects the highest good of'our beloved coun- 
try. 

The foregoing resolutions were read and adopted in 
their present order. Those which follow, with many 
others, were introduced and adopted afterward. We 
would bespeak for the first, in particular, special atten- 


Be eet Mes yea et pe Mie vearscus SSG OEY HY EAVE Chtetewe 
stand ; but which will readily be perceived, if it be re- 
membered, that a majority of all the votes cast is neces- 


sary to an election. 


Resolved, That we reeommend to the voters in the 
several towns and districts in the State, in no case to 
abstain from voting, merely because they cannet con- 
scientiously throw their votes for either of the regu- 
larly nominated candidates; but to see to it that each 
individual cast his vote for some true friend of the 
slave—otherwise his whole influence ou the politics 
of the country is Jost. 

Resolved, That, taking our stand on the graves of} 
our fathers, we cordialiy adopt, as our rule of politi- 
eal action, the instructions given by the town of 
Worcester, ‘in 1767, to its representatives in the Gen- 
eral Court, in the words following: 

“That you use your influence to obtain a law to 
put an end to that unchristian and impolitic practice 
of making slaves of the human species in this Pro- 
vince; and that you give your vote for none to serve 
in his Majesty’s Council, who, you may have reason 
to think, will use their influence against such law, or 
that sustain any office incompatible with such trust; 
and in such choice, prefer such gentlemen, and such 
only, as have distinguished themselves in the defence 
of our liberty :” 

And that, with God’s help, our unshrinking devo- 
tion to duty shall prove us worthy sons of such sires.

We sincerely 
hope it may never again fall to our lot, to communi- 
cate to our readers, intelligence of so distressing and 
mournful a nature. So great was the shock upon our 
corporeal and mental constitution, that we are not yet 
sufficiently composed to write legibly, or think cor- 
rectly. Dr. Alcohol has been in attendance night and 
day ever since the catastrophe, yet his skill and devo- 
tion have not arrested the disorder or even mitigated 
its severity.

Dear Cot. Carnun:te—I take my pen to write 
you a few lines, knowing you always feel interested 
in our welfare. Brace up your nerves and fortify 
your mind, for 1 have sone awful news to communi- 
catey Which, I have seme fears, will give a severe 
shock to your corstituiiot. Summon all your forti- 
tude, and call in requisitia all your virtue, to hear 
the unwelcome news, hikei patriot and philosopher. 
Three days have now elwsed since the barbarous 
laws took eflect—three das did I say; it seems a 
mouth, an age, What a hange! How unlike by 
gone days, when all was gicty aud animation—when 
you were invited every nigt tosome serape, or could 
Witness, within sight of yur own dwelling, horse- 
races, boxing, jamming ancudgelling, to amuse and 
cheer your lonely hours—hen half the persons you 
met asked you to drink a lass of whisky, or a mug 
of good old rich brandy shg!! But these days are 
gone, I fear, never to retrn. Not a glass of any 
ching ctennaor than Witermess sen wns tn mninn mere 
sinking energies!) Waiave united our means to buy 
fifteen gallous—we h,;e sold our pig and almost eve- 
ry thing save our shis, but all to no purpose. Five 
dollars is ali we ea, muster, so we must go without 
the necessary arti}, unless some benevolent person 
send the requisiteamnount, which, if they knew the 
extent of our sortws, they would do immediately. 

But this is onlyhe beginning of our misfortunes. 
Father and unclenke, instead of going to the tavern 
before breakfast, aually went into the field to work, 
this morning, the ke of which has not happened be- 
fore for fifteen yea. I have some fears that they 
will go to meetingnd send me to school, a misfur- 
tune which wouldink us ninety-five degrees, in the 
estimation of our wrthy neighbors. We had a train- 
ing here yesterdayjnd to our shame be it spoken, not 
a pound of powdeavas burned daring the whole ex- 
ercise, nor were bre any fighting, or thieving, or 
any thing to warrit the commencement of a law- 
suit, to keep up thapirits of the poor poverty-fearing 
lawyers. Last yeawe went, on training morning, to | 
wake up Capt. Miliry, long before daylight, to get a 
glass or two of grcand a good breakfast. Ife was 
rather an obstinate flow, so we blazed away under

The first was like a 
lion, the second like a bear, the third like a leopard, 
and a fourth beast dreadful and terrible, and exceed- 
ingly strong, having great iron teeth ; it devoured, 
break in pieces, and stamped the residue with his 
feet; it was diverse from all the beasts that were be- 
fore it; and it had ten horns.

If the Mlennium is to consist in the 
conversion of the natios of the earth to Christianity, 
and the universal triunh of Christian principle and 
practice, by the preachg of the Gospel; and if a 
long series of years ardefore us (say until 1856, or 
1966, as is now prettyenerally believed,) in whieh 
this work is to be accoplished,—then we are per- 
haps on the right tracko bring it about, and all we 
have to do is to pursuahe course which has been 
pursued for years pa, increasing our zeal yearly, 
until the work is donand Christ’s spiritual reign is 
ushered in over all thearth. 

But if, on the other ind, there is no such trinmpi 
of the Gospel promisein the Word of God ; but the 
utter extermination cthe wicked from the earth, 
and Christ’s glorious ign over all his saints in their

cue three kings. And he shall speak great words 
against the Most High, and shali wear out the saints 
of the Most High, and think to change times and 
laws; and they shall be given into his hand, until 
a time, times, and the dividing of time. But the 
judgment shall sit; and they shall take away bis 
dominion, to consume and to destroy it unto the end. 
And the dominion shall be given to saints, to possess 
forever.

PASTORAL VISITING. 


0 We continue from the Quarterly Review, the ar- 
ticle on Pastoral Visiting. The two points discussed in 
this extract are, that pastoral fidelity is essential to the 
ministry, and that faithful pastoral labor is one of the most 


eflicient means of removing the financial embarrassments 
of our societies.—Ep. Her, 


8. Pastoral fidelity is essential to the piety of the 
ministry. No one who reads his Bible can doubt but 
that God enjoins the duties of the pastor as well and 
as strongly as those of the preacher. The minister 
also binds himself when he is received into the 
church to perform the former as well as the latter. 
If, therefore, he is appointed to the charge of a con- 
gregation, and only preaches, he violates a promisso- 
ry obligation, and a Scriptural obligation. And is 
this any thing short of moral delinquency ? Can it 
be otherwise than that his piety should decline apace 2 
Can he be alive to God while he is daily bringing 
upon himseif such fearful condemnation? Difficul. 
ties may be in the way, but they must be met. The 
disadvantages of being obliged to go among strangers 
every two years, diffidence and want of address, may 
Interpose ; but we entered the ministry with our eyes 
open: we also professed to be “ moved of the Holy 
Ghost to take this office and ministry ;” and there is 
how but one way to save our piety, perhaps our souls 
7, we must meet our obligations and discharge them. 
But this is by no means the only light in which the 
question is to be viewed. If it isa duty to go from 
house to house in the service of our divine Master it 
is also a high and holy privilege. ‘The pastoral work 
has advantages and consolations peculiar to itself. 
How sweet is that “communion of saints,” that Chris- 
tian fellowship, which is enjoyed by the servant of 
God while engaged on these ‘errands of love! His 
intercourse is with the heirs of immortality. He en- 
ters the habitations where God is honored, and his 
worship made welconie—where the Son of peace has 
taken up his abode. He waters, and is watered ; and 
r he goes he feels as the disciples felt whose hearts 
SaviOefi alti Aen Beer. “HS Ttives home from ‘these 
seasons of mercy with a heart sofiened and subdued 
and sweet is his pillow while the blessings of those 
to whom he has ministered rest upon him. Con- 
science approves, and Heaven smiles, and his piety 
daily matures, 

9. Faithful pastoral labor will be found one of the 
most efficient means of removing the financial em- 
barrassments under which we, as a church, so gener- 
ully labor, ‘These embarrassments are no doubt 
owing, to a considerable extent, to two facts. First. 
As a church, we are still in our infancy. It is within 
the memory of some still living that not a Methodist 

church had been planted in this country. Other 
churches were already established, and had their 
houses of worship and institutions of learning when 
Wwe were not yet a people. ‘To bnild up a denomina- 
tion is not the work of a moment, and we are just 
beginning to get systematized and established. Sec- 
ondly. A large portion of our work is in parts still 
new. Methodisin has been a pioneer upon the fron- 
tier, and admirable was the providence which raised 
up an itinerant ministry, zealous, bold, and self-sacri- 
ficing, for such a work as following up the tide of 
emigration, But it has been, and must still be done, 
at a great personal sacrifice on the part of the minis- 
try. In the older parts of the work, however, we 
have not this latter difficulty. Yet the best of our 
annual conferences in their reports exhibit a great de- 
ficiency in finances. "Now this state of things is 
fraught with mischief. It drives many of our best 
men to locations, or to seek wherewithal to feed and 
clothe their families, in othe: churches. There is no 
need that these embarrassments should continue 
much longer, Our chureh is getting to be able, in 
most of the circuits and stations in the older confer- 
ences at least, to support the ministry comfortably 
aud respectably ; and if a general and faithful effort 
is made and persevered in, the work will be accom- 
plished, Yet we may despair of its being done, un- 
less our ministers are faithful in fulfilling their pasto- 
ral obligations, The obligation to render unto the 
ministry a support is consequent upon the ministry’s 
rendering faithful services in “ spiritual things.” 
Selfish and cruel indeed must that congregation be, 
who, having the ability to render a competent support 
will still allow a diligent and faithful minister to live 
and labor among thei in penury and embarrassment. 
I am persuaded such congregations are few. 

If, however, a minister be appointed to a charge of 
not over three or four hundred, or even no more than 
two hundred or one hundred and fifty members, the 
whole of whom, with the regular members of the 
congregation, being so few, he might visit most or all 
of them in three months; and if after he has been in 
such a charge one or two years, numbers can say he 
has never so much as paid them a single visit ; if, in- 
decd, he has passed week after week, and scarcely 
visited a single family, while Bible classes, Sunday 
schools, the sick, and the delinquent are neglected,— 
need we be surprised that under a system whose 
Ininisters are supported by the voluntary contribu- 
tions of the people, if such unfaithful men go away 
deficient? For one Iam persuaded that there is no 
inconsiderable deficiency in the performauce of’ pas- 
toral duties in the conferenee of which I have the 
privilege of being a member; and while I rejoice to 
see measures going forward for relieving our minis- 
try of those pressing embarrassments under which it 
has suffered, 1 am yet persuaded that the subject un- 
der consideration must be faithfully attended to if we 
would succeed.

He 
was about 47 years old, rater above the middling 
size, and to appearance, a srong, athletic man, At 
the time, he appeared mucl affected, and the next 
Sabbath, with his family, ws atthe house of God.

SHALL WE PAY THE PRESIDING ELDER. 


I answer, yes, if you possibly can, and not wrong 
your preacher. The Presiding Elder and preacher 
have a just claim on the societies they serve, and 
should be paid if possible. But if it be impossible to 
pay the whole, then pay each in proportion to his 
claim, as much as you can. This is Methodism. It 
is all [contend for, But “Justice” claims that the 
Presiding Elder should receive his full quarterly de- 
mand at each Quarterly Conference, whether there 
be any thing left for the preacher, or not. Hence he 
triumphantly inquires, “© Will it be better to wroug 
two men than one? Will it not be better to do one 
thing right, than to do all wrong?” That is, in plain 
English, * Will it not be better to keep the Presiding 
Elder fat, and starve the preacher to death, than that 
both should be moderately hungry?” To say the 
preacher should have his claim too, docs not relieve 
the difficulty at all. The ease in controversy is one 
of insolvency, where the full claim: of both cannot be 
met. In such cases, for the societies to show partiali- 
ty to the Presiding Elder or preacher, is unjust and 
anti-mcthodistical. The chureh member who should 
act ou this principle in his own private business, 
would be chargeable before the church and liable to 
expulsion, 

Tsay again, the Presiding Elder and preacher have 
a just claim on the societies they serve. Not to meet 
this claim when it may be met, is wrong. No apolo- 
gy can excuse it. tis fraud of a deep dye, of which 
I hope no society will be guilty. If Justice, or the 
Boston District Stewards, claim more for Presiding 
Elders than I here allow, I utterly mistake their 
character; and would admonish all whom it may 
concern, “to look before they leap, and keep to the 
old land marks of even-handed justice.”

AnoTuHER Mos.—At the lste session of the Genesee 
Conference, the Preacher’s Anti-Slavery Society was 
mobbed, and its meeting compl!etely broken up. The 
circumstances, as we gather them from the Zuburn Ban- 
ner, are briefly these :— 





At the session of the Conference in 1837, a Preacher's 
Anti-Slavery Society, consisting of a majority ct the 
members of the conference, was tormed and it was agreed 
that the first anniversary of the Society should be held at 
the recent meeting of the Conference, on the second day 
of the session, and on the first day, notice was according. 
ly given. The trustees, however, were opposed to it, 
and after much consideration and discussion, it was at 
length agreed to hold the meetiug at Clinton’s Istand, 
near the village of Elmira. The meeting was according. 
ly held. Near the close of the ineeting, about twenty 
persons, mostly boys, came on the ground with drums 
and divers other instruments of music, with which they 
made a noise, but used no violence. 

Public notice was given, that on the next Monday 
another meeting would be held at the same place, and an 
address Some members of the Society 
thought it inadvisable to hold the meeting, as a number 
of memoria!s from the inhabitants of the place had been 
presented, respectfully requesting its omission. 

The meeting was held, and was broken up, and disper. 
sed, The Banner says that the number of preachers 
present is stated by some to have been as many as thirty, 
and by others as low as filteen. 

The mob was one hundred strong.

On their arrival,one 
of the number notified the meeting of their object, and 
advised the people to disperse, assuring them, that if they 
did not immediately, they would employ means to com- 
pelthem. Upon this the ladies started, and gradually 
the rest followed, 

The editor of the Banner states that the abolitionists 
are a majority of the Conference, and that the Society 
contains about one hundred members. 

We have no doubt that the persons composing this 
mob, were worthless fellows—men of no character, and 
it would be no difficult task to keep such in awe, were it 
not that in some way, they are countenanced by “ men of 
property and standing.”

Died, in Hallowell, Me., August Ist, Rev. Georce 
W. Batcu, for several years a member of the Me, 
Wesleyan Seminary. 

Such was the character of our late esteemed broth- 
er, that it is deemed by his friends and fellow sta- 
dents, inconsistent with their obligations to society, to 
permit so bright an example of Christian excellence 
to pass away, with no more than the ordinary notice 
of his death, which has already appeared in the pa- 
pers. But in performing this act of justice to the de- 
ceased, and duty to the living, it is not designed to run 
into the details of a life, in many respects not very 
dissimilar from that of others in like circumstances. 
His intellectual, moral, and religious character pre- 
sents the most fruitful and useful topic of contem- 
plation, and we shall attempt nothing more on the 
present occasion. His intellect was uot of the high- 
est order. It was quick rather than profound ; ac- 
tive, more than it was broad and expanded. What 
he knew seemed to come by intuition rather than 
from study. His ideas in relation to any subject, ap- 
peared to flash upon him at once; nor did he pos- 
sess to any considerable degree that invariable attri- 
bute of superior minds, of holding his thoughts in 
the grasp of his intellect, till he had thoroughly in 
spected their qualities, causes and relations. 

it was in his moral susceptibilities that he mani- 
fested the strength and sensibility which rendered 
him an object of peculiar admiration. No sooner did 
some relation of life arrest his attention, than the cor- 
responding obligation flashed upon his mind with the 
warinth and vividness of a sun-beam. His conscience 
seomed to urge and press upon the powers of percep- 
tion, and as soon as his intellect sav the line of duty 
clear, he felt the force of a resistless power impelling 
him on to compliance. 

Many incidents of his life might be adduced to 
prove and illustrate the truth of this remark. I will 
mention only two. The first is that of his conver- 
sion, which seems, second to the Spirit’s action upon 
his heart, to be a natural consequence of a clear per- 
ception of his relation to the Supreme Being. He 
saw that he was a child—he felt the propriety of un- 
limited obedience ; he was a recipient of favors— 
gratitude swelled his heart; he was a sinner—and he 
was sorrowful;—in nature he detected indications of 
goodness, and in the Bible he read of “ great and 
precious promises ” of mercy—he confided and lived. 

Subsequent to his conversion, a slight cireumstance 
led him to reflect on the wants of the heathen, and 
the responsibilities of the church, and the moment he 
turned his eye to the “desolations of Jerusalem,” and 
“the perpetual desolations”” of the Gentiles, and his 
ear caught the sound of their supplications, “ Come 
over and help us,” in the fulness of his soul he cried 
out, “Here am 1, Lord, send me;” and the Lord 
seemed to answer, “I will also give thee for a light to 
the Gentiles,” and many through thee “shall inherit 
the desolate heritages.” 

There is an additional light in which his character 
should be contemplated, and especially by the young 
—I mean his power and tenacity of purpose. When 
he first formed the plan of leading tie life of a mis- 
sionary, he was young, friendless, u:ieducated and 
poor, But through all the vicissitudes of acquiring a 
competent education, in whiely he was in part assist- 
ed by the N. E. Conference Education Society, never 
once was he known to fulter, nor did he ever lose 
sight of his main design. Iven in the concluding 
stage of his illness, when his emaciated body was 
brought here from Portsmouth, by the kindness of a 
friend, and when all that he uttered seemed hallowed 
by his near approach to the eternal world, the only 
tear I saw him shed, followed the expression of his 
“only regret,” as he called it, that he “ should not be 
able to savi for South America in June.” Death, in his 
eyes, appeared to consist, not in a separation of body 
and soul, but of both froin the field of their labor. 

The consciousness of his conduct forms another 
trait in his character worthy of notice. He seems to 
have overlooked the ordinary questions which sug- 
gest themselves to men’s minds in determining 
upon any action, such as “ Is it expedient ? ”—* Will 
it benefit me ?” &c, and confined himself mostly or en- 
tirely to the most important interrogations, Is it right?” 
“Isitduty #” In this spirit he embraced with great 
ardor the various positions held by philanthropists 
of the present day, which he supposed were consistent 
with our relations to society and to God, without 
ever inquiring whether they would succeed, or wheth- 
er, through the influence of prejudice, or avarice, or 
ambition, or the opposition of misguided antagonists, 
they would ultimately fail. 


In being an abolitionist, he did not inquire wheth- 
er the South, or the Church, would favor or oppose 
him; in advocating the doctrines of peace, he did not 
wait for the tardy movement of legislatures and mon 
archs, any more than in preaching the gospel of 
Christ, he waited to see “whether men would hear, 
or whether they would forbear ;” for he found it much 
easier to discover “ what was commanded,” than what 
would flourish. 

His conscience and understanding, aided by the 
divine oracles, spoke explicitly on the former ques- 
tion, while it would require an exercise of omnis- 
cience to settle the latter. His was a patent index to 
duty ; patented by the great Governor for our use ; 
the other he considered the invention of man, a “de- 
vise of the understanding,” which would reach be- 
yond the boundaries of human forecast. 


inay be inferred from what precedes. He was fer- 
vently devoted to the cause of the blessed Redeemer. 
It seemed to be “ his meat and his driuk ” todo his will. 
And not only to do, but to suffer it. For there are 
two elements in religion, the active and the passive, 
the former is characterized by energy, the latter by 
resignation. Faith is the essence of both; and that 


anced, and triumphant, as to cause it to say, “ Thy 
will, O Lord, be done by me, and in me,” shows 
marks of perfection. The former of these character- 
istics was manifested during our brother’s health ; the 
latter most eminently 1n bis sickness. 

The death of our worthy brother was such as 
might be expected from his life ;—it was perfectly 
satisfactory to the most scrupulous believers. A short 
time before his departure, he inquired if it was 
thought he should live hours, and being answered in 
the negative, he “ blessed God” with a firm voice, 
upon which his face was lit with a smile, and his eyes 
were drowned in tears. Aud thus he died. 

** You have seen 
Sunshine and rain at once; his smiles and tears 
Were like a better day. ‘Those happy smiles 
That played on his (dying) lip, seemed not to know 
What guests were in his eyes.” 

In the death of our brother, humanity has lost a 
warm friend, society a peaceful citizen, youth, and 
especially Sabbath school scholars, a devoted teach- 
er, and Christianity an ardent advocate. What he 
would have been, God only knows; but his most in- 
timate friends feel most the loss of what he was.
